In the 
first instance, a cramped effect is obtained 
v, here there should be freedom and expanse, 
and in the second a feeling of vacuity is pro- 
duced, and the intention of the design is lost, 
owing to the vast extent of wall exposed to 
view.

rushing ont into the street, in tho last frenzied 
moment the worst of all 
The impulse to get 
out of doors is very strange to all euch cases, 
because within the lionee there are always 
means for putting out a fire, and outside there 
are none.

Girls tre 
much more liable, from their long, flowing 
hair, their cotton aprons, and, altogether, thin- 
ner and more loos jly bouffant dress, to be set 
on fire than boys, whose stout cloth jackets are 
not easily ignited The rules for nutting out 
fire in burning clothing may not be taught in 
the normal school, bnt every teacher ought to 
know them, and so thoroughly that'even the 
fright of mounting flames will not drive them 
out of mind.
